•went to the home to shoot Smith, 
she told Mrs. Smith. When Manning 
interfered, Mrs. Stopa shot him and 
fired two shots at Mrs. Smith. Then 


leaping out of the first floor window 
she screamed she was on the way to 
kill Smith in his downtown office, 
and fled. All this time Glascow sat 
in the cab. The cab sped away in the 
direction of Chicago, and all trace 
of it was lost. 


Mrs. Stopa and Glascow were un- 


derstood to have come here from 
New York a few days ago, and belief 
is they will try to get back to the 
metropolis. 


Smith told police that Mrs. Stopa 


was infatuated with him and had 
threatened to shoot him unless he 
let his wife and married her. 


"Last October Mrs. Stopa asked 


me to go away with her," Smith said. 
"She said her 
love for 
me had 


reached a point where she must have 
me or go abroad. -She asked 
for 


?1,000 for the trip. I refused it. In 
February she told me the same thing 
but this time she threatened to kill 
me. I haven't seen her in some time." 


Smith said he was only a friend 


of the woman and did not recipro- 
cate her affection.

SECEETLY SEND PLANE TO 


JAPAN FOB, FLIGHT BECOKD. 


First Jump From Villa Coublay to 


Constantinople, Expected to' 


Be Longest Ever 


Made. 


PARIS, April 24.—France today 


entered the race for long distance 
flights supremacy. 


A military airplane took off secret- 


ly from Villa Coublay and 
headed 


for Japan. 


The flyers hoped to establish 
a 


record for sustained distance flight. 
The first jump was to be an unpre- 
cedented qne, a non-stop flight to 
Constantinople, 1,950 kilometers. 


The air ministry did not announce 


the departure officially because 
it 


is planned, unless the plans succeeds 
ia reaching 
Constantinople in one 


jump, to c?ll it a false start. 


The most careful 
preparations 


have been made to show France's 
predominance in the air. 


The airplane is a special type 


Breguet which was tested recently. 
It was flown by French army offic- 
ers. 


Officials of the ministry refused to 


confirm or deny the United Press in- 
formation that the plane had started 
but admitted they had been planning 
a "practice flight." 


It is believed the aim _is to beat 


Major MacLaren, British round the 
world flyer, to Japan. 


The United Press learned that the 


air ministry wanted to enter a world 
flight race with the1 Americans and 
British, but that owing to 
insuffi- 


cient credits the flight was cut to a 
single spectacular one to Japan in 
long jumps.

garding the probable landing places 
and said it had -received Jio news yet 
of the plane-'s progress."

Goodhue was a man whom .any man 
might value as a friend. He was not 
only an artist to the tips of his 
fingers, full of enthusiasm 
for the 


work which he was doing, but he 
was also a man of- clear and broad 
public vision and -the quality of his 
personality was finding its way in 
every element of the building he was 
constructing. The man can hardly 
be separated from his work. It was 
near his heart, in no sense as a 
commercial venture for his firm, but 
primarily because he was an archi- 
tect who saw, and an American with 
enthusiasm for the houses which 
reflect our public life. 


The Future of the Capitol. 


"What the consequences of Mr. 


Goodhue's death upon the building 
which is considered his greatest cre- 
ation are to be we cannot now fore- 
see. One thing is certain, and that is 
that if it is to be monumentally 
great in every particular the carry- 
ing forward of the plan must be In 
hands entirely sympathetic with Mr.

from the sun outward: Meicuru, Venus, Earth. Mara, Planetoids, Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus, "\cpti,ne. 
Mercury and Venus, whose orb'its lie within that 


of the earth, aie nc\tr far from the sun in The sky. Venu«, now the beau- 
tiful evening star, i« the bushiest of all tjie planet's. 
In the telescope It 


phows phases •wrtu'wliHt like tnose of the moon and appear-? to be surrounded 
by a dense, cloudy Tmosphore. 
It if probably more suitable for the exis- 


tence of human-like beinfts than any other planet, though Mars is mor 
often spoken of in that connection. 
The Martian atmcspnere is very thin, 


and Clouds are rare, the presence of water is doubtful. 
The surface can 


be well studied and pclar caps which wnx and wane with Mars's seasons 
are observed. It has two moons, one of which revolves about it so rapidly 
that from Mars It would be seen to rise m the west and set )n the east. 
Jupiter is the largest planet. Its surface is not yet congealed. Nine moons 
jevolve about it: the four largest were discovered by Galileo in 1610, the 
first telescopic discovr<- n.ade by man. The fifth was discovered by the 
American, Barnard. Saturn was the furthest known to the ancients and is 
•he most remarkable ot all. as it is surrounded by a system of three rings 
composed of separate masses of various sizes. Two are easily seen in a 
small telescope, the innermost, however, is very dim. Saturn has also ton 
satellites. 
Uranus was discovered in 1781 and Neptune in 1846 through 


computations based on ihe disagreement between the calculated and ob- 
served motions of Uranus. The latter has four satellites; Neptune but one 
The ninth satellite ot Jupiter, the ninth and tenth of Saturn and those of 
Uranus and Neptune have the peculiarity of moving: in their orbits in an 
east to -west direction. Every planet, planetoid and all other satellites re- 
volves from west to east. Furthermore, every known axial rotation Is also 
from west to east. 


The Moon. 


Among: the first astronomic observations was that of the moon's phases, 


correctly explained oy the Greek philosopher, Aristotle. The moon revolves 
about the earth once a month. Having i!o light of its own it shines by re- 
flected sunliyht only. When between us and the sun. the side turned away 
from us is illuminated: that toward us is dark and the phase is new. WTien 
on the other side of the earth the whole sunlit disk is turned to us, the phase 
!•= lull. Half way between -we have the quarters or hall-mbon phases, half 
of the illuminated part only being turned toward the earth. 
(Make a dia- 


sram illustrating this explanation.) 


The moon has no atmosphere and no clouds on it can obstruct our v^ew 


ot the surtace. No great changes, if any, have taken place on it since it was 
first studied with the telescope. There seems to be no water on it at alL 
The whole surface I* mountainous and rugged. Many of the mountains are 
circular craters and it is probable that they are extinct volcanoes. 


The plane m which the moon revolves about the earth is jnclmed some- 


what to t're earth's orbital plane, so that at full and new moon the sun, 
moon and earth are usually not'exactly in line. Frequently, however, they 
are so nearly in line that a total or partial eclipse results. If it happens 
at full moon, the moon Is in the shadow cast by the earth and is cut off 
from sunJigrht; this is an eclipse of the moon. At the new phase the moon 
hide? from us the brilliant orb of the sun, giving us a solar eclipse.

will be generally acceptable to most 
of the country, even if it offends two 
large groups of opinion, his advisers 
beheved today. 
This policy, based on the long list 


of achievements by Secretary of 
State Hughes, will neither satisfy 
the isolationists nor the pro-league 


- elements of the United States, it is 


admitted. 
However, Mr, Coolidge can answer 


these main schools of opposition as 
follows: 
To 
the 
irreconcilable element, 


which also is tearful of the Amer- 
ican people being called on to foot 
the bill for Europe, the president 
can point to the unequivocal lan- 
guage in his New York speech de- 
claring the league of nations dead so 
tar as the Uinted 
States 
is con- 


cerned and to his statement that he 
expects foreign nations to pay their 
debts to us. 
To those calling for complete co- 


operation between the United States 
and the rest of the world, President 
Coolidge can turn to his speech 
where he is on record as approving 
participation of American finance in 
the international loan to Germany 
under the Dawes reparations settle- 
.ment plan and where he favors the 
calling of another disarmament con- 
'ference when the reparations settle- 
ment is established. 


The Coolidge-Hughes foreign pol- 


icy now is fairly formulated and it is 
expected to have a prominent place 
in the republican platform. Briefly, 
it is: 
1—Cooperation with Europe when 


practicable, but avoidance of partici- 
pation in European 
politics—eco- 


nomic and extra-official cooperation 
being favored to political alignments. 


2—As a fundamental base of this 


policy, all possible efforts to further 
world disarmament. 
The president 


and Hughes are understood to feel 
that if another successful disarma- 
ment conference can 
*ie held the 


administration will have done every- 
thing possible in. the 
interest of 


world peace. 


The results of this policy are be- 


lieved likely to serve as the fulfill- 
ment of the late President Harding's 
promise 
of 
an 
"association 
of 


nations."

How the Pacific Ocean Was Discovered. 


NE of the big dramatic mo-" 
ments in the history of the 
world occurred on the 25th 


of September, 1313. On this day 
Vasco Kunez de Balboa and his band 
of daring Spaniards, after toiling for 
a month up the steep slopes of the 
Isthmian range, reached the sum- 
mit of that peak in Darien. From 
there they first saw, spreading out 
endlessly, the mighty Pacific Ocean, 
the open road to China and India for 
Which explorers had been vainly 
searching long before Columbus set 
out from Spain in 1492. 


It was the great moment of Bal- 
boa's life, a life soon to be igno- 
mfniously extinguished. 
" Balboa seems to have been one. of 
the kindliest, most courteous and 
bravest of the Spanish explorers. 
He was born in Spain about 1475, 
and made the voyage to the New 
World in 1501. " 


There were good-sized towns in 


'called Saint Mary's of Darien was 
founded. In a year or so Balboa 
rose to supreme power in this little 
colony. He was just and fair and 
the Indians liked him. 


One of the Indians told Balboa of 
the great ocean beyond the moun- 
tains, and of the country of gold be- 
yond. Balboa, of course, supposed 
the Indies were meant, b"iit Peru was 
actually the land in the mind of the 
Indian. 
Hearing that a ship from Spain 
was _ coming with an order for his 
arrest, Balboa decided to do some- 
thing sensational and thus secure 
favor with the King of Spain. Ac- 
cordingly he organized an expedi- 
tion to go in search of the new ocean 
and the land of gold. 


Balboa marched with quite an 
army, for he had 190 Spaniards and 
nearly one thousand Indians in his 
train. Among his own countrymen 
was Francisco Pizarro. 


They marched through jungles 
and over steep hills for nearly a 


Balboa Took Possession in the .Name of the King of Spain. 


a dozen places on the CarflJbean 
by 1500, eight years after the dis- 
covery of America, Balboa settled 
in Hispaniola, which was Colum- 
bia's name for Haiti. 
He tried 
to be a planter, but he had no 
success with crops and soon got 
heavily in debt. 


In order to escape his creditors, 


Balboa concealed himself in one of 
the big casks of victuals being sent 
aboard the ships of an expedition 
under Enciso which sailed from 
Hispaniola in 1510 for San Sebastian. 


The stowaway revealed himself 


when the ships were at sea. and 
being known lor a pood fighting 
man Enciso accepted him as a com- 
rade-in-arms. They found the set- 
tlement .at San Sebastian in ruins 
and no Mace of tho inhabitants. 
Balboa then sus^re-sted that" they 


go to Darien. where ho hail touched 
on his original voyage from Spain, 
and make a settlement there. His 
proposal was accepted and a town 


month before coming in sight of the 
great sheet of water. The ocean 
was utterly calm and peaceful when 
Balboa first saw it and he named 
it "Pacific'' for that reason. 


When they hu-l descended to the 
seashore, Balboa w^-led out into the 
water and took possession of it in 
the name of the King of Spain. 


Balboa remained nearly a month 


on the coast, collected booty of all 
sorts from the native settlements, 
and finally returned to Darien. He 
sent messengers to the King with 
gifts and was rewarded by the mon- 
arch with the title "Admiral of the 
Pacific." 
Nevertheless, an expedition was 
sent from Spain under Pedrarias to 
take over the governorship of Dar- 
ion. 
Pedrarias got possession of 
Balboa by treachery and had him 
executed on a charge of treason in 
the public square at Aria in Darien, 
in 1517. This was BaJl-na's revrard

Squeaking doors and windows may 


be silenced by oiling • hinges and 
soaping 
sills and noisy sashes. 


Plenty of linen to keep the bed im- 
maculate and all ordinary conveni- 
ences should be at hand. 
Foot 
warmers, little cotton flannel bunny 
bags for hot water bottles and-at- 
tractive little covers for the medi- 
cine glasses are all desirable. 


The little trays with folding legs 
are most convenient, not only for 
serving food, but for the child to 
play on after being proppad up com- 
fortably in a cozy bed-gown. The 
child should be permitted to sit up 
and play, but not long enough to 
get tired. 


MJW as to amusements'. There 
are all manner of so-called "soft

ten-pins, small bean bags with few 
beans in them, and a number of 
card games. If the child is able she 
may cut out pictures from card 
sheets and mount them, ojr paper 
dolls that may be dressed and set 
up against the rail of the tray.

Food 
stories are always of interest to chil- 
dren. They may be told about the 
things on the feeding tray and some- 
times they stir the laggard appetite. 
The less talk there is about symp- 
toms and the various points of the 
case, the better. Great care should 
be taken not to frighten a child in 
any way. Avoid long shadows from 
night-lights and be patient with 
night fears which are apt to pursue 
the sick child. Many things can be 
^amused away. And habits formed 
during illness fade away as soon as 
the child is well.

YOUR HEALTH 


Beware a Toothache 


and Dangers of Abscess

0 you ever count your blessings? 


In thinking them over are you able to say, 


"I have never had a tootache"? 


If you can truthfully do so, you are indeed a 


fortunate mortal. 


There are few pains harder to bear than the 


cutting, throbbing ache of a decayed tooth. The 
worst-thing about this form of suffering is that it-is 
usually unnecessary. At the .same time, it is terribly 
prr/alent. It has been estimated that forty per 
cent of the absences of children from school, on 
DB. COPELAND 


account of illness are due to aching teeth. In nearly all of the case 
the trouble might be prevented by regular and timely care. 


Nature built our teeth to do their- *• 


work easily and well and to resist 
disease. She covered each tooth with 
a very hard and compact substance, 
the enamel. So long as the enamel 
is intact, the teeth are capable of 
masticating without discomfort or 
effort any substance included in the 
normal food of man. Likewise, they 
will withstand the extremes of heat 
or cold without damage. 
Like every other material in na- 


ture, the enamel may be damaged. 
There are certain substances which 
lave the power to injure or destroy 
:his protecting enamel. Chief among 
ihese substances 
are 
the 
acids 


formed by the fermentation of food. 
The mouth is constantly filled with 
germs that come to it from the fing- 
ers, from, the air, from everything 
reaching it. Some of these germs 
iave the power of converting certain 
foods into lactic acid. 


This is particularly true of sugar 


and starches. "When foods contain- 
ing large amounts of these sub- 
stances—such as fresh bread, pie 
crust cake, chocolates and other 
sweets—are eaten and the teeth are 
not cleansed afterward, fte acid- 
forming germs go immediately to 
work on the material which is left 
lodged on the teeth. 
It is only a question of time be- 


fore your neglect is paid for. Tjlcera- 
tion or abscess of the tooth results. 
This may be followed by any of the 
far-reaching ills which are due to 
pus-formation anywhere in the body. 
There may be a swelling at the 
root of the tooth and in the face. 
As in the case of any other abscesses, 
when this condition is found at the 
root-of a tooth, the pus must be 
drained. For this work, the dentist 
must be consulted. 
For the immediate relief of the 
pain, until the dentist can be 
reached, hot water may be held in 
the mouth, or rolls of gauze dipped 
in hot water may be held against 
iie mouth. Never apply hot formen-" 
lations to. the outside of the face 
'or the toothache. This may soften 
the tissues and draw the pus to the 
skin surface, with the result of an 
ugly scar in the cheek. 
"Counter irritation" may be used. 
That is, a. mildly irritating drug may 
je applied to draw the blood to the 
surface. 


Do not be content with the relief 


of the pain. 'So long as you have a 
diseased tooth you are in danger of 
jus absorption with all the evils 
fiat follow such self-poisoning.

East Wind now shakes the dice a

As 
East Wind is number one, he counts 
toward his right, beginning with him- 
self until he comes to the player 
whose wall is to be broken. Thus, 
if East Wind's dice score is "8," he 
counts himself as number 1, South 
Wind as number 2, West Wind as 
number 3, North Wind as number 
4, East Wind as number 5, etc., un-> 
til he comes to the person who is 
number 8.

The Goodhue Organization. 


' The first news of the death of Mr. 
Goodhue was received thru the morn- 
ing paper by William M. Younkin, 
who is the local representative of 
the architect and clerk of the works 
for the commission. He spoke in the 
highest terms of his 
chief, with 


whom he has been associated since 
1915, with the 
exception of time 


taken out for war service. Mr. Youn- 
kin saidj that he supposed Mr. Good- 
hue's business would be carried on 
indefinitely by his present organiza- 
tion. 
He has a large number of 


trained men who carry 'out the de- 
tails of his work. There are several 
designers for 
example who have 


been making the details for the cap- 
itol for about three years. Several 
times a day, when he was in town, 
Mr. Goodhue was in the habit of go- 
ing thru the work rooms, stopping at 
every table1 and making criticisms 
and suggestions. The men who havu 
been doing this work, Mr. Younkin 
believes, are thoroly competent to 
carry it thru to completion. In fact, 
nearly all of the designs have been 
made and need only the finishing 
touches to prepare 
them for the 


building. 


The 
Goodhue 
organization is 


housed on the top floor of a thirteen 
story building just off Fifth avenue 
on West Forty-seventh street, New- 
York. A large amount of important 
work is now passing thru. In addition 
to the large projects already men- 
tioned is the library" for Yale, which 
will cost many millions. So far as the 
work on the capitol proper is con- 
cerned, Mr. Younkin is of the opin- 
ion that the organization can com- 
plete it without difficulty. Where the 
help of the master will be needed 
most keenly will be when the time 
comes for the mural paintings and 
other interior decoration. The mu- 
rals, however, were no part of Mr. 
Goodhue's commission, and he may 
not have cared to be responsible for 
them in any event. 


An Irreparable Loss 


Thomas R. Kimball of Omaha, who 


was president of the American Insti- 
tute of architects when Mr. Good- 
hue wasvselected as architect of the 
capitol commission, said on Tuesday 
morning that he had a feeling of ir- 
reparable loss, not only as a citizen 
of Nebraska but as a member of the 
national institute. 


"I look upon Mr. Goodhue," he 
said, "as one of the great architects 
of all time. Given the opportunities 
some of the great masters enjoyed 
and he would have 
done equally 


good work. Even in these days, when 
the architect must work against tre- 
mendous difficulties, he has done no- 
table work. It is a great disappoint- 
ment to lose him when he seemed to 
be just /ounding into the best part 
of his career. Had he lived, he 
would have planned in the next fe*w 
years, some of the most wonderful 
buildings of the day. HJs goine is 
a -great loss to the country and a 
great loss to Nebraska. 
The plans 


may all be made for the capitol,.It 
is true, but the mind of the master 
was still needed to direct the work- 
men until the last touch is made up- 
on the structure and upon the decor- 
ation."

NORRIS DENIES HE 
SUPPORTED THORPE 


Circulation of Thorpe's Speech Un- 


der Norm' Frank Started a 


False Report, the Sen- 


ator Asserts. 


Senator George W. Norris denies 


a Ktory recently put in circulation 
thru a newspaper editorial to the 
effect that he had supported the 
Thorpe candidacy for congress in 
the First district primaries. The re- 
port was based on the circulation un- 
der Senator Norris' 
frank 
of a 


speech by Mr. Thorpe. In a letter 
to the Journal the senator says: 


"It is perhaps unnecessary for me 


to say that I took no part in the 
primary campaign in the Lincoln 
congressional district. I did not even 
know who the candidates were. I 
had no Interest whatever in Mr. 
Thorpe's candidacy. When I read 
this editorial I did not at first under- 
stand what it had reference to, but 
my secretary called to my attention 
the fact that last summer, when I 
was trying to recuperate my health 
in Wisconsin, a request had \come 
from Mr. Thorpe, asking that a 
speech which he made in the house 
when he was a member, be printed 
and sent out under my frank. When 
she called my attention to it, I re- 
membered the entire 
transaction. 


She sent this letter from Mr. Thorpe 
to me Is Wisconsin, together with a 
copy of the speech which he pro- 
posed to circulate. 
The speech was 


on prohibition. I read it and ap- 
proved it. In my opinion it was of 
sufficient merit to circulate, and I 
wrote my secretary to have the num- 
ber of copies which he requested (I 
think it was 5,000), printed and sent 
to Mr. Thorpe. This is all I know 
about it, and in brief, this tells the 
whole story. I had no thought of Mr. 
Thorpe's candidacy and do not know 
now whether he sent them out at 
that time, or whether he waited and 
sent them out during the primary 
campaign. 


"I believed this speech on prohi- 


bition was worthy of circulation, and 
that the circulation of it would do 
good. No thought entered my mind 
then, and no thought has entered it 
since, that there could be any pos- 
sible criticism of such a course. I 
have often sent under my frank, 
speeches and public documents upon 
subjects in which I believed the peo- 
ple were interested, without regard 
as to whether I was the author of 
the speech or document. 
I think 


this is true, and always has been 
true, of every member of congress. 
The little progressive 
group to 


which I belong have practically no 
other way of informing the people of 
the country as to the issues and 
questions involved In the considera- 
tion of national legislation. In my 
opinion, it is a perfectly proper use 
of the frank. 
I "Hundreds of thousands of copies 
of speeches which I have made, have 
been circulated by other senators 
and members of the h o u s e under 
their own franks. 
In the coming 


campaign it will he found that every 
candidate for congress, either on the 
republican ticket or on the demo- 
cratic ticket, who is not now a mem- 
ber of congress and therefore hav- 
ing no franking privilege, will be 
able to get an unlimited number*of 
speeches and documents for circula- 
tion in the campaign, under the 
frank of a. senator or representative 
now entitled to the franking privi- 
lege. 


"I have never knowingly permit- 


ted anything to go out under my 
frank, the contents of which I did 
not approve. I do not know whether 
this editorial deserves my attention, 
but if it does, I. have above briefly 
narrated the facts. The evident in- 
tention of the editorial is to Influ- 
•ence those republicans who were op- 
posed to Mr. Thorpe's nomination, 
and I concede if I had taken part 
in that primary there would be jus- 
tification for such a feeling. If I had 


done so 1 would bo perfectly willing 
to assume the responsibility, what- 
ever it might be, but I repeat, I had 
no Interest whatever in the controv- 
ersy and 1 do not myself see how a 
single vote could possibly have been 
changed by the fact that a public 
document was sent out by one of the 
contestants, under my frank."

Pacific crossing about two miles 
east of the village cf Clarks, in Mer- 
rick county, was in such bad order 
last fall that the gravel had blown 
away, leaving the rails sir inches 
or more above, the ground and caus- 
ing dangerous holes and ruts in the 
road. Mr. Matson drove on to the 
crossing in an auto on October 20, 
it is said, and wa. stalled, the wheels 
being caught and the engine killed. 
Just then a fast train came along at 
high speed and without, it is alleged, 
giving warning by bell and whistle 
while still eighty rods from the cross- 
ing, and struck the stalled car, kill- 
ing Mr. Matson instantly. 


Mr. Matson was a farmer forty-two 


yeras old. He is survived by his 
widow and four children, ranging in 
age from two to sixteen years. His 
administrator asks damages in the 
sum of 150,000 with interest

CARVING ON NEW CAPITOL 


PART OF PROPOSED STATE SEAL 


BEING USED. 


Federal Coat of Arms and State 


Motto, "Equality Before the 


law," Over Entrance. 


The main entrance to the new cap- 


Hoi is now grldironed with scaffold- 
ing for the use of artists who are 
to carve designs which the capltol 
commission has adopted. High up 
on either side of the big arch which 
forms the entrance a design is now 
being -worked out in the stone. On 
the left the coat of arms 
of 
the 


United States, with the eagle as the 
prominent figure, is being sketched 
for carving. 
On the right the de- 


sign will be in the form of a panel. 
"Equality Before 
the Law," the 


state motto, is at the bottom of the, 
design. The capitol commission at 
one time proposed to place the new 
state seal in this position, but when 
it -was learned by the commissioners 
that the new seal designed by Archi- 
tect Goodhue upon request of a legis- 
lative commission, had not be«n leg- 
ally adopted, that design as a whole 
was abandoned. The old state seal 
Is not deemed suitable for reproduc- 
tion In Btone because of its much 
detail.

hand that the phenomenal run of hogs 
whli-h have for the last year been arriv- 
ing at principal livestock markets is at 
an end. In fact, the pendulum now scenes 
to have swung in the other direction, and 
for the last twelve or fifteen days, re- 
ceipts of hogs have been below require- 
ments. 
In the twenty principal markets, 


the volume of receipts has been lessened 
by 881.000 hogs so far this year, than 
during the corresponding period last year, 
and in the seven principal markets the de- 
crease has been 775.000 hogs.

that were arriving four months ago were 
yielding about 67 per cent dressed pro- 
ducts. 
Today, a better grade of animals 


are reaching the market—more matured 
and better fed—and they are

ic, and offers no assurance that it

There exists, however, a large poten- 
tial non-theatrical audience in this 
country which might prove more 
amenable, if some way of getting 
the films to them could only be in- 
vented.

tively allied with the communistic 
efforts to wreck our government. 
The story tells how such an enter- 
prise might be put into effect, and 
centers about Daniel Flint, owner of 
a number of coal mines, whose son 
and daughter are caught in the toils 
of bolshevism. 
Distrustful of his 


son, 
the coal magnate on his death 


bed leaves the mines to his nephew, 
Roger Strong. 
Roger endeavors to 


deal fairly with the miners, but in- 
cited by the "reds" under the lead- 
ership 'of the vengeful Russell Flint, 
they strike. Mob violence follows; 
Roger Strong is captured and faces 
a terrible death. Russell Flint, in- 
jured in the rioting, is the victim of 
his own villainy, for he dies on the 
operating table when, in accordance 
with his revolutionary schedule the 
town's electricity is cut off and the 
snrgeons are unable io operate. 


To this interesting, synopsis we 


need only add the fact that John E. 
Edgerton, president of the national 
association 
of 
manufacturers, is 


chairman of the board of directors 
of the American motion picture cor- 
poration; and that its' president and 
treasurer is William H. Barr, presi- 
dent of the National founders' asso- 
ciation. It is well known that Mr. 
Barr devotes his life to fighting un- 
ion labor. There seems good ground 
for -believing that in this new activ- 
ity he has added a powerful weapon 
to those already at his command.

MEN AND THINGS

It is very gratifying to note that 
women are turning to this form of exercise, 
The stooping over, the back and forth move- 
ments of the arms when using the rake, the 
carrying of the basket filled with dry grass, all 
these bring into play muscles that are seldom 
used in housework or bridge playing, and the 
result is certain to be an added gracefulness 
to the carriage, a rounding out of the contours 
and a swing to the walk.
